NEW YORK <AP) - Both 
President Nixon and Georges 
Pompidou said Monday they 
were pleased with the result of 
Nixon’s hurried trip to New 
York to offer his apology for any 
discourtesy to the French 
president by Americans 
Nixon’s gesture on the last 
night of Pompidou’s eight-day 
state visit appeared to have 


eased ill feeling resulting from 
demonstrations over France's 
agreement to sell 110 jets to 
Libya while refusing to release 
50 to Israel. 
Nixon brought cheers and 
laughter at a dinner for Pom­ 
pidou when he said he had 
wanted the French leader to see 
the

“And I must say we overdid it a 
bit, as we usually do.” 
Pompidou, who had been 
angered over what he termed 
insults to himself and his wife 
during

the dinner. 
“France is our oldest ally and 


our closest friend,” Nixon said. 
“That friendship is so deep and 
so long that no minor difficulties 
or bad manners are going to 
impair it.” 
Pompidou beamed as Nixon 
spoke and replied in a toast: “In 
spite of all, allies and friends.” 
Outside the hotel a pro-Israel 
demonstration drew up to 5,000 
persons at one point, then 


dwindled rapidly away. 
There were shouts of “Boo, 
boo, Pompidou!” Placards were 
displayed and some chanted 
Hebrew songs. 
Most 
w ere 
peaceful and police reported one 
arrest. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler told newsmen on 
the flight back to Washington 
that Nixon was “quite pleased” 


with Pompidou’s response to his 
gesture and the dinner. 
Ziegler described Nixon’s 15- 
minute meeting with Pompidou 
before the dinner as "quite 
warm” and said there was 
“good rapport” between the two 
leaders.

The director of the University cf California Agricultural E x 
tension Service, Dr. George B Alcorn, predicted at a conference at 
Lake Tahoe this past week that inside of the next ten years one 
third of the state’s farm s will go out of business That is in line with 
what the U. S. census has been showing — only speeded up. 


The United States back in 1959 counted 6.8 million farms. There 
is speculation that there may be less than three million farm s 
counted in the 1970 census. Though there is difference in what is 
called a farm these days, the fact rem ains that farm s are getting 
fewer and fewer And that means that there are fewer and fewer 
independent farm ers That is not just a m atter of economics It’s 
also a matter of sociology, is very' likely to have its repercussions in 
politics, and may have a lot to do with widespread unrest that is 
beginning to stir in the land. 


Large numbers of farm owner-operators, along with the now 
rapidly declining sm all business owner-operators in the towms and 
cities, were a stablizing influence.

Money is 
being drained from the housing m arket to more profitable in­ 
vestments elsewhere, in January, the annual rate of housing starts 
dropped to 1,116,000 units. More ominous, the issurance rate of 
building permits nosedived, indicating that the number of starts 
will drop even lower in coming months 


The nature of housing is changing also. Much of the present 
construction is apartm ent house style. Individual house con­ 
struction is becoming less common And hundreds of thousands are 
turning to mobile homes 


No matter w hat is done now to change the rapidly eroding 
housing industry, it never again will be the same. In order to 
maintain its skills, any industry m ust offer work to its members. 
Jobs are plentiful in most areas of the economy. When skilled 
workers leave the housing industry, therefore, they may leave for 
good And the sam e may be said for many small builders. 


As a consequence, the house of the future is increasingly going 
to be made at the factories of large companies that can take ad­ 
vantage of automation, and which can offer steady employment to 
workers. Although it is not official economic policy to dam age the 
housing industry as it exists, it is an almost inevitable consequence 
of such policy. Government officials from the President down

Proven In Laboratory i 


Bv JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — A German 
scientist for the first time has 
proved through controlled tests 
of laboratory anim als that 
cig arette 
sm oking 
causes 
cancer of the larynx or voice 
box. 
Prof. W alter D ontenw ill’s 
findings will be published in 
April by the Oak Ridge National 
laboratory. A similar British 
study, already 
in typescript 
form, will present evidence that 
cigarette smoking causes lung 
cancer in mice. 
There were elements of high 
dram a in Professor Dontenwill’s 
discovery. 
He brought 
his 
preliminary results to a smoke 
inhalation seminar at Gatlin- 
burg, Tenn., last October. His 
report was meticulous, citing 
“ p re -c a n c e ro u s ” 
c h a n g e s 
among 93 test hamsters 
This dram atic breakthrough, 
plus his detailed description of 
his work, brought a thunder of 
applause from the usually 
reserved 
scientists 
But 
the 
professor 
stoutly 
refused 
to 
agree with American colleagues 
who examined his research and 
felt it showed “frank tumors” — 
in other words, real cancer. 
A fter 
his 
retu rn 
to 
his 
laboratory in Hamburg, Ger­ 
many, he continued with his 
work. His initial study was 
already in galley proof when he 
placed an urgent transatlantic 
call to Dr. Michael G. Hanna Jr., 
an American scientist at the Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory. 


DRAMATIC PHONE CALL 
“Could I make an addition?” 
he asked Hanna matter-of-factly 
through a translator. 
“Of course, go right ahead 
W hat 
is 
it? ” 
replied 
the 
American, who was in charge of 
the publishing 
“We have found frank tumors, 
carcinomas of the larynx,” said 
the German. This was the long- 
sought laboratory proof, as 
opposed 
to 
the 
sta tistic a l 
evidence of the past, th at 
smoking causes larynx cancer. 
In 1967, Dr R. J. C. Harris, the 
environmental cancer head of 
B ritain ’s 
Im perial 
C ancer 
Research Fund, reached sim ilar 
conclusions on lung cancer from 
experiments with mice. At that 
time, 400 mice had been tested. 
American cigarette m akers 
scoffed at his findings 
The 
dogged Englishman went back 
to his mice and has now con­ 
cluded 400 more tests He uses 
tubes to produce human like 
smoking in mice. Every other 
day 
they 
receive 
w hat 
corresponds to man-size doses. 
By 
transatlantic 
telephone, 
this column learned the grim 
results which soon will be 
published: The ámoking mice 
developed a significant number 
of lung cancers. The non- 
smokers did not. 


FILTER-SMOKING MICE 
The peppery British scientists 
will complete similar tests with 
filter cigarettes in 18 months. 
“So far 
they’re lively 
as 


crickets,” said Harris of his 
filter smoking rodents. But he 
pointed out that his non-filter 
smokers didn’t show cancers 
generally 
until 
they 
w ere 
middle-aged, that is, in the last 
third of their lives 
Ominously, some of his test 
mice are dying of 
nicotine 
poisoning before they can get 
cancer. 
A nother inhalation test is 
being conducted in secrecy by 
Dr. 
B rian 
D avis, 
another 
respected British scientist. His 
experiments are sponsored by 
the British Tobacco Research 
Council, made up of British 
tobacco firms. 
Reached by overseas line at 
his lab in Harrogate, Dr. Davis 
confirmed he is using rats but 
said it will be “at least” six 
months before he is ready to 
report. 
He said he couldn’t 
com m ent 
on 
inform ation 
received by this column that he, 
too, has discovered cancer-like 
growths in smoking rats 
The G erm an and B ritish 
studies should confirm the 
findings of the American Cancer 
Society which announced last 
month that dogs trained 
to 
sm oke had developed lung 
cancer. 
But American tobacco ped­ 
dlers, still putting private 
profits ahead of public health, 
persist in saying there has been 
no 
laboratory 
proof 
that 
cigarettes cause cancer. 
Note: Senate-House conferees 
are meeting on an important bill 
to ban cigarette ads from radio 
and TV’ and require warnings in 
printed ads. The House con­ 
ferees. headed by Rep. Harley 
Staggers, D-W, Va., hold the 
key. It remains to be seen 
whether Staggers will surrender 
in secret to the three conferees 
pushing hardest to mask cancer 
dangers — Reps. 
Tim 
Lee 
C arter, 
R-Ky., David

terfield. D-Va., and Richardson 
Preyer, D-N. C. Carter, an 
Army combat physir.ian and 
World War II hero, cu’ iously has 
thrown in his lot with the in­ 
dustry which brings so many 
dying Americans to doctor’s 
doors.

Dear Mr. Editor; 
In reg ard to the reco m ­ 
m endation 
of 
the T eham a 
Sportsman’s Association to the 
Board of Supervisors that the 
deer hunting season be reduced 
in the best interest of conserving 
the deer themselves, and the 
Board falling for this recom ­ 
mendation: 
The Department of Fish and 
Game says that we have a herd 
of more than two million deer in 
this state, and approximately 50 
to 60,000 bucks are taken each 
season, or about 3 per cent kill. 
Predators and winter kill or 
plain die-off is very likely much 
higher, but probably is not much 
over 10 per cent of the herd, or 
2000,000. So we have around 1-^4 
million deer left each year 
which increase through births to 
the 2 million again. 
The hunter kill compared to 
total numbers of hunters is 
around 6 per cent. That is 6 out 
of 100 hunters actually kill a 
deer, and this is a long-time 
average, and based on the usual 
season late Septem ber into 
November. Now if this season is 
limited to the early part as 
recommended, Sept. 15 to Oct 
15, the hunter success will drop 
very likely down to 1 out of 100 
hunters being successful. It will

It is based also on a 
profound conviction — such as it 
is said Charles de Gaulle en­ 
tertained — about America’s 
capacity to cope with internal 
disorders. 
The latter has an obvious 
bearing on the form er. 
It 
requires 
a 
nation 
e ith e r 
thoroughly united or thoroughly 
subservient to play convincingly 
at nuclear poker. The Swiss high 
command (or so the story goes) 
believes that things are getting 
worse, not better. And that it is 
altogether conceivable that in 
the next few years the Soviet 
Union will do an Operation 
C zechoslovakia against W est 
Germany, confident of reaching 
the Rhine within two or three 
days. 
At that point the Soviet Union 
would of course find itself with a 
considerable hostage force of 
American prisoners. 
If 
that 
point is ever reached — of 
course, it is all over. Because it 
isn’t only the Swiss who know 
that atomic 
retaliation 
isn’t 
going to come after deliberation, 
exchanges, 
and 
the 
re st. 
Nuclear retaliation will come 
only if-it ha;- been more or less 
automatically programmed. If 
it is more or less automatically 
programmed, the West G er­ 
mans have nothing to fear. It is 
the contention here that it is less 
than 
autom atic, 
and 
th a t 
massive non-nuclear activity by 
the United States is unlikely, 
and 
may 
in 
any 
case 
be 
militarily useless. 
That is why the Swiss are 
actually discussing the possible 
necessity of enorm ous con­ 
tributions to the defense of West 
Germany, before retreating to 
the mountainous enclave that 
has 
protected 
them 
so 
ad­ 
mirably for so many centuries 
against the imperialist 
tidal 
waves that have swept Europe. 
The Swiss could, in a m atter of 
days, put six hundred thousand 
men in arm s: to be sure, for a 
very 
short, 
but 
p erh ap s

if the United States put 20 
million men under arms.

at 
Rougemont, and the wind is 
howling.

NEW YORK (AP) — Attended by social consequences that 
could sour the spirit of the country for years to come, the United 
States steadily falls behind its goal of 2.6 million housing units a 
year The Housing and Urban Development Act of 1968 set the goal. 
Inflation and the battle against inflation are aborting it. Money is 
being drained from the housing market to more profitable in 
vestments elsewhere in January, the annual rate of housing stark 
dropped to 1,116,000 units More ominous, the issurance rate of 
building permits nosedived, indicating that the number of starts 
will drop even lower in coming months 


The nature of housing is changing also. Much of the present 
construction is apartment house style. Individua! house con 
rtructton is becoming less common And hundreds of thousands are 
turning to mobile homes. 


No matter what is done now to change the rapidly eroding 
bousing industry, it never again will be the same. In order to 
maintain its skills, any industry must offer work to its members 
Jobs, are plentiful in most areas of the 'economy. When skilled 
workers leave the housing industry, therefore, they may leave for 
¡good,. And the same may be' said for many small builders,.. 


As a consequence, the house of the future is increasingly going 
to be made at the factories of large companies that can take ad­ 
vantage of automation, and which can offer steady employment to 
workers Although it is not official economic policy to damage the 
housing industry as it exists, it is an almost inevitable consequence 
of such policy.

lo. regard, to the recom ­ 
mendation of the Tehama 
Sportsman’s Association to the 
Board of Supervisors that the 
deer hunting season be reduced 
in the best interest of conserving 
the deer themselves, and the 
Board falling, for this recom­ 
mendation: 
The Department of Fish and. 
Game says that we have a herd 
of more than two million deer in 
this state, and approximately 50 
to 60,000 bucks are taken each 
season, or about 3 per cent kill. 
Predators and winter kill or 
plain die-off is very likely much 
higher, but probably is not much 
over 10 per cent of the herd, or 
2000,000 So we have around l-i4 
million deer left each year 
which increase through births to 
the 2 million again. 
The hunter kill compared to 
total numbers of hunters is 
around I per cent. That is ft out 
of 100 hunters actually kill a 
deer, and this is a long-time 
average, and based on the usual 
season Late Septem ber into 
November, Now if 'this season is 
limited to the early part as 
recommended, Sept, 15 to Oct 
15, the hunter success will drop 
very likely down to 1 out of 100 
hunters being successful It will 


leave more deer for the winter 
kill,, which is based on just so 
many animals surviving the 
w inter and normal natural 
deaths. 
The recommendation serves 
no purpose except to restrict 
hunters from a normal season. 
I, for one, would care nothing 
about hunting in this state 
during 
the 
period 
recom ­ 
mended. It’s too hot, the deer 
are extremely hard to find and 
stir up, and there are a lot of 
Tehama County deer hunters- 
far more than the membership 
of the Sportsman’s group—that 
feel as I do. It would result in a 
drop in license sale and deer 
being wasted. Also the number 
of hunting clubs now operating 
in the foothills would fold up 
This would put them out of 
business, since they do not have 
but few deer m 'the' foot hills at 
the time stated. 
'The Board of Supervisors 
should have held hearings on 
this before going along with it. 
Several of them are up for re- 
election. and hunters like myself 
are going to think twice when we 
vote for someone that is backing 
a recommenda.ti.ons like this.

Division At The Vatican 


Vatican offices are being 
divided into two locations— 
largely along ideological lines, 
and not by coincidence, some 
liberal clerics declare.

ROUGE MONT. Switzerland,. 
An American historian, married 
to a Swiss and doing research on 
the military’ arrangements that 
made possible the Helvetian 
Confederation, has learned that 
the Swiss military have come to 
doubt that the United States will 
continue to provide an effective 
deterrent 
against Soviet ex­ 
pansionism. 
Their thinking is 
based not only on the old 
question, would the United 
States risk nuclear war for 
Danzig? It is based also on a 
profound conviction — such as it 
is said Charles d,e Gaulle en­ 
tertained — about America’s 
capacity to cope with internal, 
disorders. 
The latter has an obvious 
bearing on the form er. It 
requires 
a 
nation 
either 
thoroughly united or thoroughly 
subservient to play convincingly 
at nuclear poker. 'The Swiss high 
command (or so the story goes) 
believes that things are getting 
worse, not better And that it is 
altogether conceivable that in 
the next few years the Soviet 
Union will do an Operation 
Czechoslovakia against W est 
Germany, confident of reaching 
the Rhine within two or three 
days. 
At 'that 'point, the Soviet Union 
would of course find itself with a 
considerable hostage force of 
American prisoners 
If 
that 
point is ever reached — of 
course, it is all over. Because it 
isn’t only the Swiss who know 
that atomic retaliation isn’t, 
going to come after deliberation, 
exchanges, 
and 
the 
rest, 
Nuclear retaliation will come 
only if„it ha* been more or less 
automatically programmed. If 
it is more or less automatically 
programmed, the West Ger­ 
mans have nothing to fear It is 
the contention 'here 'that it is less, 
than 
autom atic, 
and 
that 
massive non-nuclear activity by 
the United States is unlikely, 
and 
may 
in any 
case 
be 
militarily useless 
That is why the Swiss are 
actually discussing the possible 
necessity of enormous con­ 
tributions to the defense' of West 
Germany, before retreating to 
the mountainous enclave that 
has 
protected them 
so ad­ 
mirably for so many centuries 
against the imperialist tidal 
waves that have swept Europe. 
The Swiss could, in a matter of 
days, put six hundred thousand 
men in. arm s: to be sure, for a 
very 
short, 
but 
perhaps 
decisive, period of time. It is as 
if tbe United States put 20 
million men under arms 
It 
is 
snowing, 
here 
at 
Rougemont, and the wind is 
howling. It is 'perfect, weather 


for reading the morning's news. 
The headline1 (in the Pans 
Tribune) tells the story that has 
rocked Switzerland. “ Israel- 
Bound Swissair Jetliner - 
Crashes After Blast, Killing 47.” 
Opposite is the news that Laos 
has lost its hold on the Plaine des 
Jarres, which is as if 'the United 
States had lost its hold on the 
Mississippi River. 
There is a picture, on page 3, 
'Of a young man holding an 
enormous rock high in the air 
with both hands It is aimed at 
plainclothesm an, 
who 
is 
engaged at trying to keep order 
on the campus of George 
Washington 
University 
in 
Washington . In New York six. 
firebombs go off in the early 
hours, some of them aimed at 
Judge John Murtagh, who is 
trying the Black Panthers ac­ 
cused of attempting to bomb 
shopping centers. Also in New 
York, it is reported, five 
teenagers die of overdoses 
during that week of drugs. On 
page 4, a headline reads: "U.S. 
Prosecutor - In N.J. Reveals - 
He 
Got 
T hreats.” 
The 
prosecutor in question is in­ 
vestigating organized crime in 
New Jersey, which more and 
more sounds like investigating 
organization in New Jersey. 
Over 
at 
Woods 
Hole, 
Massachusetts, is an elderly 
biologist, who won a Nobel Prize 
in the thirties for discovering 
Vitamin C. His politics are 
absurd, 
suffering 
from 
deficiencies in Vitamins A, B, 
and. C. (“You have only to wish 
it and you can have a world 
without hunger, 'disease, cancer, 
and toil — anything you can 
wish, wish anything and it can 
be done . . .” ), but his words 
are resonant, particularly when
